We understand that the City of Lan- 
sing is contemplating the development of 
a down river Park on City owned property 
described as “All of that part of the S.E. 
Y% of Section 1, Town 4 North, Range 3 
West, lying south of the Grand River,” 
same being in Delta Township of Eaton 
County, and understand that the property 
is to be developed for public park and 
recreation purposes with the particular 
interest of a day camp for children. 


Because of the Company’s interest in 
this project, I have been authorized to 
tender to the City of Lansing on behalf of 
Sears, Roebuck and Co., a Community 
Shelter and Camp building which has been 
planned and developed to comply with the 
specifications of their superintendent of 
parks.
